/6 per cent of ait grade eroaxing ac­ 
cident* involve collisions with auto­ 
mobiles and, consequently, that par­ 
ticular feature has been given spe­ 
cial attention. 
With respect to de­ 
rails, he went on to state that every 
giadc crosRisnj: on the entire system 
large 
placard 
ha* 
been 
posted, 
which graphically depicts the risks 
constantly run by automobilists who 
ry “ to ’beat the trBltt to tbe crosn- 
•,ng.” 
The placard fihows a train 
tpeetling towards the crossing, while 
Approaching at right ¡pnglcs at a hlgb 
¡ate of speed is ah automobile con- 
aining five of six persons, with a 
spectral figure of “Grinning Death” 
vending over the reckless driver and 
whispering in his ear, *Y<iu can ittake 
it; take a chance.” 
Copies of the 
same, and .similar placards, In poster 
form, also in the shape Of stickers 
to be used in correspondence, have 
been posted liberally Rl piiblic places 
and distributed to automobile drivers 
Another feature of^the campaign 
that lantern 
slides showing the 
scene depicted on the placards, have 
ricen distributed to tho various cities 
arid towrrs all along the fcystem where 
motion picture houses are located, 
and are thrown x>n the screen at each 
performance, so that practically ev- 
ry individual citizen in L. & N. te r­ 
ritory, by some means or other, has 
had his a ttritio n forcibly and graph­ 
ically 
brought 
to 
this 
dangerous 
practice. 
In addition to the features m en­ 
tioned, experienced 
watchm en hate 
been stationed at a number of the 
no*t frequently used crossings who 
record the license numbers of auto- 
inobllist’i who approach and go ovei 
the. crossing without exercising prop 
er care, later on their names and ad­ 
dresses having been secured from the 
state authorities, a personal letter Is 
w ritten to each of the offenders call­ 
ing his attention to the hazard, and 
making an earnest appeal for his co­ 
operation in the future in prevent­ 
ing grade crossing accidents. 
Further, steps have been taken to 
improve the view of highway cross­ 
ings by the £gnu>val of embankments, 
shrubbery, etc., wherever feasible, but 
possisbly the most effective feature 
on the part of the L. A N .' m anage­ 
ment, in the 
general 
direet ion 
of 
grade crossing safety, is that respect­ 
ing the modification of the fam iliar 
crossing whistle signal approaching 
grade crossings, brought about by a 
revision of operating rules somewhat 
antedating this campaign. 
As most 
everyone knows, the crossing sigqal 
consists of two long, followtni hy two 
short, blasts of the whistle', sounded 
nt a safe distance bfcfore reaching 
the crossing, and the modification 
consists 
in so increasing the dura­ 
tion of those blasts that the sound­ 
ing of the whistle will be practically 
continuous the entire distance from 
the point where commenced until the 
crossing is reached. 
The beneficial effects of these mod­ 
ification s of rules and practices were 
alm ost 
im m ediately 
apparent 
and, 
coupled with efforts in many other 
directions to lessen the 
danger o f 
grade crossings arising out of the 
campaign now on, have, as previous­ 
ly stated, greatly 
encouraged 
the 
management, and while it ia a little 
early 
in the campaign to look for 
rem arkable things, still a comparison 
of accidents at grade crossings, on 
the L. & N. system, involving auto­ 
mobiles, fo r'th e second quarter of 
1921 with the same period of 1922, 
the latter including the first month

the saving of 1,185 valuable lives and 
averting broken Hmh* and distorted 
bodies tojr 2,590 others. 
There are two way* to reduce or 
entirely stop grade Crossing accidents 
and the fitut in the public mind is 
elimination of the crossings, but this 
is impossible within any reasonable 
time due to the fact th it there are 
now 251.989 Highway crossings on 
the principal roads alone.
